Big hurricanes 
likely this year, 
forecasters say

MIAMI The upcoming Atlantic hurricane sea- 
son likely will be a busy one and may spawn as 
many as 23 named tropical storms, including 
up to seven major hurricanes, the U.S. gov- 
ernment said Thursday. 

The National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration predicted that eight to 
14 storms would strengthen into hurricanes, 
with top winds of 74 mph or higher. Three to 
seven of those could become major storms 
that reach Category 3 or higher—mean- 
ing they bring sustained winds of at least 
111 mph. 

“If this outlook holds true, this season 
could be one of the more active on record,” 
Jane Lubchenco, NOAA administrator, said 
in a statement. “The greater likelihood of 
storms brings an increased risk of a landfall. 
In short, we urge everyone to be prepared.” 

A hurricane might help break up the oil 
spill staining the Gulf of Mexico, but the oil 
won't significantly affect how tropical storms 
develop, forecasters said. 

They don’t know what kind of environ- 
mental hazards to expect, though there are 
fears that winds and waves could push the oil 
deeper into estuaries and wetlands — possibly 
destroying the coastal marshes that act as a 
buffer against catastrophic storm surges. 

Government scientists said Thursday that 
anywhere from 500,000 gallons to 1 million 
gallons a day have been leaking from the 
site where an oil rig exploded April 20, kill- 
ing 11 people. BP, which leased the rig and is 
responsible for the cleanup, and the Coast 
Guard previously had estimated the flow was 
about 210,000 gallons per day. 

The expanding slick already has coated 
wildlife and marshes in Louisiana, but Lub- 
chenco said the spill is still small relative to 
hurricanes—which sometimes can span the 
entire Gulf.

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Senate panel, House 
vote to end gay ban

WASHINGTON The House has voted to re- 
peal the 1993 law known as “don’t ask, don’t 
tell” and allow gays to serve openly in the 
military. 

The House vote Thursday came sev- 
eral hours after the Senate Armed Services 
Committee took the same course and ap- 
proved a measure repealing the policy that 
prohibits service by gays who openly ac- 
knowledge their sexual orientation. 

The House vote was 234-194, with 229 
Democrats and five Republicans in favor, 
after an emotional debate. Opposed were 
168 Republicans and 26 Democrats. 

The House vote was a victory for Presi- 


dent Obama, who has pushed for a change 
in military policy, and for gay rights groups 
who have made an end to “don’t ask, don’t 
tell” their top legislative priority. 

Republicans said Congress should wait 
until the Pentagon completes a review of 
the effects of a repeal on military life. 

In a 16-12 vote, the Senate Armed Ser- 
vices Committee approved the provision. 

Sen. Susan Collins of Maine, the only 
Republican to vote for the amendment to 
a defense spending bill, said it passed after 
“vigorous and aggressive debate.” 

Sen. Joe Lieberman (I-Conn.), who pro- 
moted the measure with Armed Services 
Chairman Carl Levin (D-Mich.), said: “It’s 


time for this policy to go. It doesn’t reflect 
America’s best values of equal opportunity, 
and it’s not good for the military.” 

The measure could face a filibuster when 
it reaches the Senate floor. “I think it’s re- 
ally going to be very harmful to the morale 
and effectiveness of our military,” said Sen. 
John McCain of Arizona, the top Repub- 
lican on the Armed Services Committee. 

The votes were welcomed by some. 

“This is the beginning of the end of a 
shameful ban on open service by lesbian 
and gay troops that has weakened our na- 
tional security,” said Joe Solmonese, presi- 
dent of Human Rights Campaign, a lead- 
ing gay rights organization.

So much for the old warning flag ona stick. 

Confronting an almost unwinnable 
battle against E. coli and other bacteria on 
public beaches, Chicago and some of its 
suburbs have taken the fight into the digi- 
tal age. 

From computer models that can pre- 
dict conditions where bacteria will thrive, 
to swimming alerts and beach closures 
sent out via Twitter, Facebook and text 
message, Officials have adopted high-tech 
strategies to better inform beachgoers of 
unhealthy conditions. 

“That’s how people live now,” said Cathy 
Breitenbach, manager of the Chicago Park 
District’s Office of Green Initiatives. “Peo- 
ple have an expectation today to get infor- 
mation quickly and in multiple ways. We’re 
doing our best to meet that expectation.” 

As thousands across Chicago and the 
suburbs hit the beach this Memorial Day 
weekend, health officials warn of the dan- 
gers lurking out of sight. 

The popular beaches that line the lake- 


front in Chicago and communities to the 
north have long been a melting pot for E. 
coli and other harmful bacteria. Storm wa- 
ter runoff, pet waste, bird droppings and 
trash contribute to microscopic mountains 
of filth that can lead to sore throats, stom- 
achaches and all kinds of ailments. 

The number of swimming bans has in- 
creased in recent years, officials say, likely 
due to more frequent testing for bacteria 
than an actual drop-off in water qual- 
ity. Each weekday morning, researchers 
walk the city’s 31 beaches collecting water 
samples in small plastic tubes and sending 
them to a lab for analysis. 

The trouble with that method of water 
sampling is that results aren’t known until 
the next day. The U.S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency and US. Geological Sur- 
vey are pioneering research off Chicago’s 
beaches, using DNA analysis to test for 
bacteria, that will one day shorten the lab 
work to a couple of hours, allowing for al- 
most instantaneous water monitoring, said 


Richard Whitman, a USGS ecologist. 


High-tech beach safety 


DALEY: WE’RE WORKING ON IT 


Mayor Daley and Police Supt. Jody Weis 
on Thursday said the city will work to 
make sure the beaches are safe this 
summer, following 22 arrests of young 
people who were fighting and causing 
other disturbances this week around 
North Avenue Beach. “We know there’s 
texting going on, something going on 
in the suburban area with a lot of young 
adults,” Daley said. Suburban youths ap- 
parently are sending each other texts to 
meet up and drink on Chicago beaches, 
he said. Weis said that of the 22 people 
arrested Monday and Tuesday on the 
beach, 14 were suburbanites. 


GUARDIAN ANGELS ON ALERT

North Side lakefront that raised safety 
concerns, volunteer safety group the 
Guardian Angels began patrolling the 
area overnight. The Angels are identifi- 
able by their trademark red berets and 
white T-Shirts with a red logo that reads,

New ‘L’ cars 
put on hold

The new CTA rail cars undergoing testing 
have been removed from service tempo- 
rarily for repairs to fix a potential prob- 
lem with the brakes, transit officials said 
Thursday. 

Vibrations were affecting a component 
in the braking system, CTA engineers 
found. The vibrations could cause the 
“slack adjuster” in the brake to loosen and 
result in a loss of braking friction during 
extended use. The slack adjuster makes ac- 
commodations for the amount of wear on 
the brake pads over time. 

There have been no cases of brake fail- 
ure, officials said. They added that they 
have known about the issue for months 
and were waiting for a replacement part 
from Bombardier Transit Corp., which 
manufactured the 10 prototype trains the 
CTA has been testing. 

“The new part is ready now,” CTA 
spokeswoman Noelle Gaffney said. 

CTA officials said they expected the rail 
cars to resume passenger service on the 
Green Line in a few weeks after the adjust- 
ments are made and the trains are tested 
without any passengers on board. 

The test trains had been carrying pas- 
sengers on the Red Line since mid-April 
and on the Green Line since last week. The 
braking issue marks the first major prob- 
lem with the new 5000 series trains since 
testing began last fall, officials said. 

CTA President Richard Rodriguez 
said the transit agency will not finalize a 
planned $674 million order with Bombar- 
dier for 406 rail cars until “all of the mecha- 
nisms have been satisfactorily tested and 
evaluated.” 

The new rail cars contain a number of 
new features, including mostly aisle-facing 
seats and an AC propulsion system to pro- 
vide smoother acceleration and braking. 


The CTA has been testing new rail cars since 
mid-April. The 10 prototype cars will go back 
in service after they are repaired.

Inmate charged 
in Riley Fox case

Prosecutors on Thursday charged 
an imprisoned sex offender with 
raping and murdering a 3-year- 
old girl whose father initially was 
blamed for her death. 

Will County State’s Attorney 
James Glasgow charged Scott Eby, 
38, with first-degree murder and 
predatory criminal sexual assault of 
a child in the 2004 death of Riley 
Fox, who vanished from her home 
and whose body later was found in 
acreek four miles away. 

According to the criminal 
complaint, the 6-foot-2-inch, 
230-pound Eby held the bound girl 
underwater until she drowned. 

Her death gained widespread 
media attention, both during the 
search and after authorities ac- 
cused her father, Kevin Fox. 

Fox was charged after he impli- 
cated himself under intense ques- 


tioning. But 
he later said he 
only did so in 
exchange for 
leniency and 
after losing 
hope during 
an overnight 
interrogation 
that lasted 
more than 
14 hours. 

Fox spent 
eight months 
in jail in the 
killing be- 
fore DNA 
evidence gath- 
ered from the 
girl and duct tape placed over her 
mouth showed he was not her 
killer. Glasgow, whose predecessor 
charged Fox, cleared the father af- 
ter taking office.

ECLIPSES VALDEZ 


Oil leak becomes biggest 
in U.S. as BP continues 
efforts to stem flow 


ROBERT, La. BP suspended its attempt to 
choke off the gusher at the bottom of the 
Gulf of Mexico on Thursday so crews could 
monitor their work and bring in more drill- 
ing mud, but the company said everything 
was going as planned and the effort was ex- 
pected to resume later in the evening. 

News that it would be at least 24 more 
hours before officials know if the procedure 
called a “top kill” will work came as dire new 
government estimates showed the disaster 
easily has eclipsed the Exxon Valdez as the 
biggest oil spill in US. history. 

As the world waited, President Obama 
announced major new restrictions on 


drilling projects, and the head of the fed- 


eral agency that regulates the industry 
resigned under pressure, becoming the 
highest-ranking political casualty of the 
crisis so far. 

BP started shooting heavy drilling mud 
into the blown-out well 5,000 feet under- 
water Wednesday afternoon, then stopped 
later that night to monitor the work and 
bring in another 630,000 gallons of mud, 
said BP Chief Operating Officer Doug Sut- 
tles, who insisted nothing had gone wrong. 

“The fact that it’s taken more than 
24 hours is not a big surprise,” he said. “We'll 
stay at this until we’re successful or we de- 
termine we can’t be successful.” 

He said crews may also shoot assorted 
junk such as golf balls and rubber scraps into 
a piece of equipment known as a blowout 
preventer to fill holes. 

The top kill try was the latest in a string 
of attempts to stop the oil that has been 


spewing for five weeks, since the Deepwa- 
ter Horizon rig exploded and sank off the 
coast of Louisiana. Eleven workers were 
killed in the accident. 

If the procedure works, BP will inject ce- 
ment into the well to seal it permanently. 
If it doesn’t, the company has a number of 
backup plans. Either way, crews will con- 
tinue to drill two relief wells, considered the 
only surefire way to stop the leak. 

A top kill has never been attempted be- 
fore so deep underwater. 

The stakes were higher than ever as 
public frustration over the spill grew and a 
team of government scientists said the oil 
has been flowing at a rate 2'/. to five times 
higher than what BP and the Coast Guard 
initially estimated. 

Two teams of scientists calculated the well 
has been spewing between 504,000 gallons 
and more than 1 million gallons a day. Even 


CLEANUP COST 

Federal officials say cleaning up the mas- 
sive oil spill already has cost the govern- 
ment $87 million, making it the third-most 
expensive cleanup effort in the country’s 
history.

using the most conservative estimate, that 
means about 18 million gallons have spilled so 
far. In the worst-case scenario, 39 million gal- 
lons have leaked. 

That larger figure would be nearly four 
times the size of the Exxon Valdez disaster, in 
which a tanker ran aground in Alaska in 1989, 
spilling nearly 11 million gallons. 

The spill is not the biggest ever in the Gulf. 
In 1979, a drilling rig in Mexican waters — the 
Ixtoc I—blew up, releasing 140 million gal- 
lons of oil. 

In another troubling discovery, marine 
scientists said they have spotted a huge new 
plume of what they believe to be oil deep be- 
neath the Gulf, stretching 22 miles from the 
leaking wellhead northeast toward Mobile 
Bay, Ala. They fear it could have resulted from 
using chemicals a mile below the surface to 
break up the oil. 


Obama 
takes 
reins in 
cleanup 


WASHINGTON Thrown on the defensive, 
President Obama acknowledged that his 
administration could have done better 
in dealing with the biggest oil spill in the 
nation’s history and misjudged the indus- 
try’s ability to cope with a worst-case sce- 
nario. Obama will make his second tour 
of the battered Gulf Coast on Friday. 

“I take responsibility. It is my job to 
make sure that everything is done to 
shut this down,” Obama declared in a 
lengthy news conference at the White 
House on Thursday. 

Obama’s words marked a clear shift 
of emphasis for an administration that 
previously had said it was generally “in 
charge” but there were limits to what 
it could do—and that oil giant BP was 
responsible for stopping the flow and 
cleaning up the disastrous damage. 

“Those who think we were either 
slow on the response or lacked urgency, 
don’t know the facts,” Obama said at a 
White House news conference at which 
he also announced new restrictions on 
offshore drilling. Separately, Elizabeth 
Birnbaum, the head of the Minerals 
Management Service that oversees off- 
shore drilling, resigned under pressure. 

Asked about comparisons to the 
Bush administration’s much-criticized 
handling of the Hurricane Katrina af- 
termath, he said that was for others to 
judge but insisted his administration has 
been active from the start. 

“This has been our highest priority” 
since the rig exploded, he said, making 
the point repeatedly.

Keeping an injured hockey player off the ice 
is difficult. Keeping one away from competi- 
tion during the Stanley Cup finals is even more 
challenging. 

Blackhawks veteran winger Andrew Ladd 
doesn’t plan on missing any more time. 

He has not practiced since leaving in the first 
period of the Game 4 Western Conference fi- 
nals victory against the Sharks with an undis- 
closed injury, but Ladd said he feels like he will 
be ready Saturday when the Hawks host the 
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Flyers in Game 1 of the championship series. 

“I’m feeling confident I’m going to play in the 
series,” he said. “I’m feeling better every day.” 

Ladd said he could not reveal the specifics 
of his injury or whether he had medical tests. 
Watching his team play the rest of the series- 
clinching game against the Sharks wasn’t with- 
out some anxiety. 

“Tt was tough,” he said. “It was a little differ- 
ent behind the scenes.” 

Ladd already knows what it’s like to be front 
and center while winning the Stanley Cup. And 


he knows about competing for Flyers coach 
Peter Laviolette, who coached him in Carolina. 

In 2005-06, Ladd made his professional 
debut with the Hurricanes and he scored two 
goals and three assists through the playoff run 
that culminated in a Stanley Cup. 

Even though Ladd said they haven’t talked 
since he left for the Hawks in 2008, he’s aware 
of the strength of a Laviolette-coached team. 

“The pace of the game,” Ladd recalled. “He 
plays at a high level, a lot of speed, not afraid to 
take chances.”

Bulls react to Wade 


Next month marks the seven-year anniversary of Jay 
Williams’ career-ending motorcycle accident on the 
city’s North Side. Eight months later, despite Wil- 
liams’ act violating his player contract, the Bulls wrote 
him a $3 million check. 

“D-Wade is absolutely wrong,” Williams said 
Thursday evening in a phone interview. “The Bulls 
did nothing but stand up for me in a time of trouble. 
.. They kept me on medical insurance through sur- 
gery after surgery. They showed me the family style 
that the organization was run by. I have no words to 
explain what they did for me. I’m thankful to them 
for the rest of my life.” 

As Dwyane Wade attempted to backtrack from 
questioning his hometown franchise’s loyalty to play- 
ers in Thursday’s Tribune, several with ties to the Bulls 
advanced full speed in defense of their organization. 

Franchise giant Bob Love even called from his hos- 
pital bed. 

“I haven't walked in almost three weeks,” Love 
told the Tribune. “T’ve been really down. I suffered 
an acute case of gout that I almost caught too late.

Schanwald and {legal vice president} Irwin Mandel 
searched around and found doctors for me. They said, 
‘Don’t worry about the costs.’” 

Wade most strongly questioned why Michael Jor- 
dan and Scottie Pippen are no longer with the Bulls’ 
organization. And while many around the league 
chalked Wade’s comments up to a preemptive strike 
in free agency because the Heat, like the Bulls, can 
sign a maximum free agent this summer, the Bulls’ 
reactions ranged from livid to laughter.

Critics wonder why ‘Prince 
of Persia’ cast lacks diversity

The video game franchise “Prince of Persia” 
has become notable for not delivering stereo- 
typical depictions of its Middle Eastern and 
Muslim characters as terrorists or religious 
zealots. 

Independent filmmaker and blogger Jehan- 
zeb Dar remembers his favorable first reac- 
tion to the swashbuckling action game, which 
is set amid the sands and ancient cities of 
Persia (as ancient Iran is known) and follows 
a hero with a magic sword caught between 
forces of good and evil. 

“You could see clearly the protagonist had 
distinct Middle Eastern features and darker 
skin,” said Dar, 26, who pens the blog Muslim 
Reverie from Langhorne, Pa. “People could 
develop some respect for that culture instead 
of seeing it vilified.” 

So when Disney studios announced plans 
for a live-action adaptation of “Prince,” Dar 
held out hope it would be a “serious story that 
would dispel a lot of stereotypes and miscon- 
ceptions.” 

Then came the bad news regarding “Prince 
of Persia: The Sands of Time,” opening Friday: 
None of its principal cast members are of Ira- 
nian, Middle Eastern or Muslim descent. And 
playing Dastan, the hero and titular heir to 
the Persian throne in the $200 million tent- 
pole film, is none other than Swedish-Jewish- 
American prince Jake Gyllenhaal. 

“My first reaction was, ‘Really?! ” Dar said. 
“It’s insulting that people of color—especially 
Middle Easterners or South Asians—are not 
allowed to portray ourselves in these roles. 
That’s a big problem a lot of people in the 
community are having with this film.” 

Critics such as Dar say casting for “Prince 
of Persia,” as well as the upcoming “The Last 
Airbender”—two of this summer’s biggest- 


budgeted films—is just the latest example of 
a long history in Hollywood of demeaning 
people of color. Some early fan reactions have 
varied from indignation to righteous fury to 
organized revolt over a perceived “white- 
washing” of multi-culti characters, a practice 
known as “racebending.” 

They point to examples such as the 2008 
film “21,” which was based on a book inspired 
by the true-life story of a mostly Asian-Amer- 
ican group of card players, yet was cast with 
mostly white actors in the main roles. 

With just weeks until the “Airbender” mov- 
ie’s July 2 release —after a year-and-a-half-long 
letter-writing campaign to the film’s produc- 
ers and a correspondence with Paramount 
President Adam Goodman to underscore the 
importance of casting Asian actors in desig- 
nated Asian roles—members of the Media 
Action Network for Asian Americans and an 
organization called racebending.com are urg- 
ing fans to boycott “Airbender.” The stated 
goal: to prevent “Airbender” from blooming 
into a lucrative three-part franchise via nega- 
tive word of mouth. 

“Te’s unfortunate that it’s come to this,” said 
racebending.com spokesman Michael Le. 
“They've constructed a film that is contrary 
not only to what fans expected to see but is 
also contrary to what America expects to see 
in a film released in 2010 featuring Asian cul- 
ture and Asian and Native American charac- 
ters as heroes. 

“We want to raise awareness of the discrim- 
inatory practices of Hollywood,” Le contin- 
ued. “We want to tell people this is important. 
It really matters.” 

Guy Aoki, head and co-founder of MA- 
NAA~a crusading organization that has 
skirmished with TV networks and movie 
studios—put a finer point on the boycotters’ 


concerns. “If ‘The Last Airbender’ does re- 


ally well, it sends the message in Hollywood 
that discriminating against Asian-Americans 
works,” he said. 

Although the studios behind both “Prince 
of Persia” and “Airbender” have taken costly 
steps to not seem insensitive toward—or out of 
touch with—the minority constituencies rep- 
resented in their respective films, no Disney 
executives would comment for this article. Nor 
would the producers, “Persia’s” Jerry Bruck 
heimer or “Airbender’s” Kathleen Kennedy 
and Frank Marshall. Directors Mike Newell 
and M. Night Shyamalan similarly declined. 

In a statement given to The Associated 
Press, Paramount defended casting for “Air- 
bender,” noting more than half of the credited 
speaking roles were filled by people of color. 


“Night’s vision of “The Last Airbender’ in- 
cludes a large and ethnically diverse cast that 
represents cultures from around the world,” 
Paramount said. 

The movie’s critics claim most of that di- 
versity is found among secondary characters 
and background extras. 

Jack Shaheen, author of “Reel Bad Arabs” 
and a commentator on Hollywood’s distor- 
tions of Muslim cultures and people, said the 
industry’s conventional wisdom that main- 
stream audiences won't shell out to see a non- 
white lead in a big-budget film is a mistake. 

‘As a society, we’re not seeing color like 
we used to,” Shaheen said. “We’re more in- 
tegrated than we used to be. The country is 
changing. But I don’t think Hollywood is at 
the forefront of that change.” 


There's no sequel here 


It's not a good sign when one of the more sensible things said 
in a movie is a line about needing more than one ostrich to 
organize an ostrich race. The convoluted “Prince of Persia” is 
based on a video game, which apparently involves so much 
backstory that a beautiful princess (Gemma Arterton) has virtu- 
ally nothing to do except explain what's going on at every turn. 
Jake Gyllenhaal buffs up and lengthens his hair to play Dastan, 
an orphan taken in by Persian royalty only to be framed for the 
murder of the king. The dastardly plot revolves around a magic 
dagger that, with help from a special kind of sand, can turn back 
time, usually about 15 seconds. Between the incessant exposi- 


tion, the plot that seems made up on the fly and the slow almost- 


kisses at silly times, there’s some campy enjoyment to be taken

Gyllenhaal fulfills his 
swashbuckling destiny

Jake Gyllenhaal just wants to have fun. Hence, 
he’s swinging back into cinemas Friday as the 
swashbuckling hero in “Prince of Persia: The 
Sands of Time.” 

“Somehow it sparked that kid side of me, 
and I just thought, ‘I got to play this part,’ ” 
Gyllenhaal said. “Whereas a lot of other roles 
take themselves so seriously, particularly in 
the huge movies, I couldn’t imagine myself 
spending six or seven months of my life tak- 
ing myself so seriously.” 

After a series of heavy dramas, includ- 
ing “Brothers,” “Rendition” and “Brokeback 
Mountain,” the actor is playing a character 
straight out of the “Prince of Persia” video 
game. 

Gyllenhaal portrays Prince Dustan, a street 
kid with a big destiny. He is adopted by a king 
at a young age and brought up to be a sword- 
wielding warrior in 6th century Persia. The 
story follows a royal murder mystery and his 
adventure with a mystical dagger that can 
turn back time. 

During a recent interview in London, 


Gyllenhaal was in a lighthearted mood. 


What was it about Prince Dustan that 

really grabbed you? 

Well, to me, the moment I read the first 
sequence of the movie, which is the siege on 
Alamut where he’s [Prince Dustan] jump- 
ing around and lighting things on fire and 
having a good time doing it, I think that 
was the moment when I thought, “There’s 
a sense of humor here.” Here’s one of those 
classic characters that’s in the vein of Errol 
Flynn or Indiana Jones, and those are the 
movies I loved when I was a kid. 


So you wanted to have a laugh? 

Yeah, I wanted to have a good time, and 

I wanted to know that I was making a 
movie that an audience could have a good 
time in too. 


And had you played the video game 

before? Are you any good? 

When I was 8 or 9 years old, I played the orig- 
inal side-scroller game a lot. And then I took 
a 20-year hiatus [laughs] and only picked it up 
when I was doing research for the movie— 
which was very, very difficult research, it was 
hard. Three to four times a day, I would have

to be forced to go and play the video game. 
People don’t really know how hard it is to be 
an actor, and I can tell you how hard it is; it’s 
working out every day and getting paid for 
it and also playing video games. So it’s really 
been tough, a really tough road {laughs}. 


Did you enjoy the stunts? I’m actually quite 
disappointed you haven’t swung through 
the window onto a horse. 

That would be an incredible entrance; I 
would have done that for you if I could have 
and we had more time. But no, Mike Newell, 
the director, had a wire attached to my back, 
and he would just control me. ... | would do 
whatever he wanted. Move to the left, move 
to the right, jump, fight this guy, win! 


I want to ask you about the Parkour 
[free-running] stunts. Are you quite good at 
that now? 

I saw this thing on MTV called “The Ultimate 
Parkour Challenge” ... where they brought 

in some of the best Parkour athletes in the 
world. And I watched them do all these crazy 
things, which was actually semi-disturbing 

to see because they got injured quite a lot, 

and I just thought “I’ve got no idea what I’m 
doing, these guys are extraordinary.” The 
fundamentals I do know and I can do things, 
but ultimately I cannot say I’m a card-carrying 
Parkour athlete. I just try to mimic.

There’s a telling scene early in “Sex and the 
City 2” when 52-year-old Samantha, played by 
53-year-old Kim Cattrall, spots a gold, beaded 
bustier minidress that she thinks will be per- 
fect for a big red-carpet moment. 

The saleswoman is the first doubter. “Is it 
maybe a little young?” she asks. 

Carrie, Samantha, Charlotte and Miranda 
have fashion confidence like few others—on 
film or in real life. But the sequined armor 
these women wear along with their micromi- 
nis, harem pants and stiletto heels suffers a few 
chinks over one issue: Do they dress their age? 

Samantha’s friends question the minidress 
too. But an even more important movie mo- 
ment is when Samantha rocks the dress, 
putting conventionalists and teenager Miley 
Cyrus, who is on the same red carpet in the 
same dress, in their place. 

Throughout the movie, the posse parades 
around in the most au courant clothes, seem- 
ingly not deterred at all by the fact that design- 
ers often use lithe, lean teenage runway mod- 
els as muses instead of the 40-plus successful 
shopaholics the characters now represent. 

Some of the outfits are knockouts and in- 
credibly flattering—like the pleated, flame- 
colored sundress worn by Carrie (Sarah Jes- 
sica Parker) on the beach, and the plunging 
V-neck gown with metallic studs worn by 
Miranda (Cynthia Nixon) to a wedding—but 
there also are the misses. 

It shouldn’t be assumed, though, that Char- 
lotte’s (Kristin Davis) dorky strapless candy- 
cane get-up or Carrie’s ill-conceived logo-I- 
and-poufy-ballskirt combination would look 
any better on a 25-year-old. 

“I think it’s all about where the individual 
is in what they are comfortable and confident 
wearing,” says accessories designer Brian At- 


wood, who crafted two pairs of 6-inch heels 
for Carrie’s closet, including studded, purple- 
suede peeptoes. “I don’t like to dictate bound- 
aries to anyone. I think it’s the whole package.” 

An honest analysis of one’s assets—and 
trouble spots—as well as lifestyle and per- 
sonal style will get you further in developing a 
flattering, appropriate wardrobe than count- 
ing birthday candles, experts say. 

“You need to know what parts of your body 
should be shown off,” advises Deborah Lloyd, 
co-president and creative director of Kate 
Spade New York. The actresses in “Sex and 
the City” surely work hard at keeping their 
figures in good shape so they can pull off some 
daring things, she says, but they also stay true 
to their characters’ fashion personalities. 

Lloyd points to first lady Michelle Obama 
as an example of a woman who highlights 
her strengths—those toned arms, in particu- 
lar—and maintains a youthful, modern look 
with interesting silhouettes and bright colors, 
while never trying to dress too young. 

“Women should always consider that el- 
egance and good taste generally go hand in 
hand, regardless of age. And common sense 
should always prevail. The best-dressed wom- 
en, past and present, all seem to have em- 
braced that sensibility.”

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‘Sex’ sequel not so SeXy

The reviews still are flooding in for “Sex and 
the City 2” and guess what? They’re as bad 
as ever. 

The film’s Rotten Tomatoes fresh rating 
now is residing at 12, which is higher than O, 
which is where it was a day ago, but 
still lower than any other major release 
this year, and that’s including “The Tooth 
Fairy,” “Valentine’s Day” and, yes, even 
“MacGruber.” 

The critics have been having a field day, 
notably the New York Post’s Kyle Smith,

Beat jet lag w

For many travelers who cross several time 
zones, the exhilaration of taking in sights such 
as the Eiffel Tower or the pyramids of Egypt is 
quickly tempered by the grogginess of jet lag. 

Veteran flyers often have their own rem- 
edies to overcome those signals from the 
body that it’s time for sleep. But an Oregon 
researcher recently detailed in The New Eng- 
land Journal of Medicine three basic strate- 
gies for overcoming jet lag: 

>> Reset the circadian clock that tells a per- 
son to stay awake during the day and sleep 
at night. You can do this by taking the sleep- 
inducing hormone melatonin, timing your ex- 
posure to bright light, or both. 

>> Adjust your sleep schedule. Take short 
naps if you are sleepy the first few days after 
arrival. If you can, shift your sleep schedule by 
a couple of hours before travel. 

>> Use medications to get to sleep or stay 
awake. Or turn to the old reliable remedy for 
keeping your eyes open: caffeine. 

“We have mechanisms to adjust our clocks, 
but those mechanisms have to be called on 
to go into high gear,” said Dr. Robert Sack,

a psychiatry professor at Oregon Health & 
Science University in Portland, Ore., whose 
article takes a science-based look at jet lag 
remedies. 

Sack said melatonin is the most extensively 


studied jet lag treatment, with a majority of 
double-blind, placebo-controlled trials show- 
ing it helped symptoms. 

“Its effect is based in good science,” Sack 
said. He said the U.S. Food and Drug Admin-

istration has not evaluated melatonin, but no 
significant adverse effects have been reported. 

Melatonin is sold as a nutritional supple- 
ment in the US. and no prescription is need- 
ed for it. 

No drugs have been approved by the FDA 
for jet lag, but Sack says drugs that help with 
alertness or insomnia can alleviate jet lag. 

So for eastward travel, from the US. to 
Paris, for example, on arrival a traveler might 
go for a walk in the sun and then sip a latte at 
an outdoor cafe. Sack said travelers who are 
unbearably sleepy as the day wears on should 
take a short nap. Then take melatonin—a 
dose of 0.5 to 3 milligrams —before heading to 
bed, and hopefully you'll be adjusted to your 
new time zone within a couple of days. 

For westward flights — such as Europe back 
to the U.S.—travelers should expose them- 
selves to bright light in the evening to help 
them stay up later. Then, if their eyes pop open 
before 5 a.m., take a low dose of melatonin. 

“Your internal dawn is occurring before you 
want it to,” Sack said, adding “it’s easier to 
lengthen your day, which is what you do when 
you travel westward.”
